CHAPTER 188.

AN ACT relating o the poor, and amendatory of an act to
amend an act, entitled * an act to consolidate and amend an
act to incorporate the city of Watertown, and the several acts
amendatory thereof.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as-follows :

Supvortofpoor  SECTION 1. The common council of the city of
ommon s Watertown is hereby authorized to annually levy a
el tax upon all taxable property of said city, not to ex-
ceed three mills on the J)ollar, for the support of the
poor of said city. Said tax shall be collected by the
treasurer, and kept in a separate fund for each ward,
and shall be known es the ward poor fund; and no
money collected in any one ward of said city, under
thq provisions of this act, shall be expended for the
support or relief of the poor in any other ward.
Overseer ECTION 2. The supervisor of each ward of the
poot. . city of Watertown shall be supervisor of the poor of
his respective ward. He shall keep account of all ex-
penditures of said fund, and shall present his accounts
to the common council or board of street commission-
ers to be audited and allowed.
SecTioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its gassage and publication.

CHAPTER 189.

AN ACT relating to the reduction of the price of swamp and
overflowed lands in Kewaunee county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

The commissioners of school and uni-
taorized. versity lands are bereby authorized to reduce, in their
discretion, the price of swamp and oyerflowed lands
pow owned by the state in Kewaunee county, to the
uniform price of fifty cents per acre : provided, that the
above reduction shall not apply to any of said lands
